unrivaled. 

The 300th anniversary of the author. 
ived version is to be celebrated next 
May. The oceasion will be marked by 
the issue of the new edition revised by 
American and English seha@lars under 
the auspices of Oxford University, This 
revision is purely literary, While the 
English Bible has been more influential 
than anything else in giving fixity to 
the language, many changes in gram- 
matical usage and in the meaning of 
words in common use have crept Sato 
the common speech in three centuries. 
The scholars now in conference have 
been ut work on conservative lines to 
make the language of the Bible conform 
to the usage of today. Where a word 
is used in a sense now generally obso- 
lete, it is to be replaced by another 
word of unequivocal meaning. 

Opinions will differ in regard to the 
desirability of any such revision, how- 
ever conservative it may be. There 
are those who will feel that the revisers 
are tampering with the greatest monu- 
ment of English literature. The an- 
swer to this is that the older version 
will remain in the hands of those who’ 
prefer it; that the Bible is more"than a 
diterature, being the repository of re 
vealed religion, and that its primary 
purpose is not literary gratification, but 
ethical and spiritual teaching and im- 
provement, This primary purpose is 

est served by employing language 

thoroughly ‘‘understanded of the peo- 
ple,’’ to employ an archaic locution 
which would illustrate the sort of word 
and phrase to be revised. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
authorized version has undergone con- 
siderable verbal revision since it was 
first issued. The extent of this verbal 
revision is known to seholars = have 
made comparisons.

In a humble log cabin in Scarborough, 
Mr, Rennie was born in 1835, His father 
and mother, having emigrated from 
Scotland a few years previous, were in 
very poor circumstances, His early 
days were spent on the farm. 

In 1860 Mr, Rennie left the homestead 
and started farming for himself on the 
second concession of- Markham, near 
Richmond Hill. 

In 1870 he rented his farm and moved 
to Toronto, where he established the 
seed business which has developed to 
such a marvelous extent. Shortly after 
establishing his seed business Mr. Ren- 
nie found it necessary to grow a large 
portion of his seeds, and again assumed 
charge of his farm. With more im- 
proved methods and a better knowledge 
of agriculture, he developed his farm so 
that in 1884, in competition for the best 
managed farm, Mr. Rennie was awarded 
the first silver medal, while his brother, 
Simpson Rennie, won the gold medal, 

Mr, Rennie’s farm wa the centre of 
some very interesting gatherings in con. 
nection with the old ‘‘Markham Farm- 
ers’ Club,’’ / These annual re-unions 
used to bring upwards of a thousand 
people. 

r, Rennie retired from business in 
1889, leaving the now well-known Ren- 
nie seed establishment to his three sons 
—Robert, John and Thomas,- In 1893 he 
was asked by the late Hon, John Dry- 
den, then Minister of Agriculture, a 
take the position of Farm Superinten- 
dent at the Ontario Agricultural College 
at Guelph, to demonstrate his new ideas 
regarding agriculture.

Lace dinner gowns are extremely smart this summer, and 
as the season advances a greater variety is to be noticed. 
For a summer evening there can be nothing more charming 
and more suitable than the white lace gown, It can be sim 
plified or elaborated so easily by the trimmings used that a 
really wonderful variety can be obtained without much 
trouble or expense, The designs furnished for the lace gowns 
can be just as well taken for other materials also, as in the 
instance of a most attractive model. The skirt, in five scant 
tucks, has a close fitting satin lining that outlines the figure 
and makes jt appear slender, although there is considerable 
width to the skirt, This width is drawn in under a wide fold 
or band of satin that starts at the left side of the broad satin 
belt and goes diagonally across the front of the skirt and 
around to the back. Around the foot of the skirt is a wide 
lace, over which falls from the edge of the fold of satin a 
wide erystal silver or pearl fringe, Across the upper part 
of the skirt, following the line of the satin fold, is an ineh 
fringe of the erystal or silver, while again another line of 
fringe goes diagonally across the waist from below the 
shoulder to the belt, just edging a wide fold of the satin.

—— A Flying Visit. 


On December 10, 1881, Captain James 
Templer, of the King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps, ascended from Bath, England, in 
the government balloon ‘‘Saladin,’’ ac- 
companied by Walter Powell, a young 
Member of Parliament, still in his thir- 
ties, and Mr. Agg Gardner, a gentle- 
man interested in aeronautics, ‘The as- 
cent was made at two in the afternoon 
for the purpose of taking meteorlogical 
measurements, , 


They cleared the snow-clouds at 4,000 
feet, and, rising higher, passed over 
several towns, and thence, two thousand 
feet farther up, into a bank of cirrus 
clouds, which they observed with their 
instruments. Having completed this 
‘test, they dropped near to earth and, 
after coasting about, found themselves 
“too near the sea. So a descent was at- 
tempted, but in making it they hit the 
ground too padaenyy, aptain Templer 
and Mr. Gardner being both thrown out 
and injured, the latter breaking his leg. 


towered one hundred feet from _ its 
basket floor to the top of its bulging 
envelope. In the summer of 1897 he 
had it pumped full of gas upon the

Says Peary Did Not 
Reach The North Pole 


Berlin, Oct. 23, —Coincidentally 
with Commander Peary’s promo- 
tion to a Captaincy, that really 
eminent astronomer, Prof. Andreas 
Galle, chief of the geodetic insti- 
tute, after a careful investigation 
insists that the explorer’s claim is 
not valid. He declared that the 
Peary records reveal nothing from 
a scientific standpoint that con- 
firms his claim, 

Prof, Galle firmly believes that 
Peary did not reach the north Pole 
but passed it on one side, He says 
the figures published by Peary are 
of insufficient value to determine 
the point, and unless fresh data is 
forthcoming scientists cannot as 
sume that Peary has accomplished 
hls object. The professor says 
» that Peary did not possess instru- 
ments necessary to determine his 
position, and alleges further that 
Peary did not possess the requisite 
astronomical knowledge.— Winni 
peg Free Press.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
LAND REGULATION, 

Any person who is the sole 
head of a family, or any male 
over eighteen years old, may 
homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion land ia Maa 
itba, Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
The applicant must appear in per 
son at the Dominion land agency 
or sub agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency on certain conditions 
by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending 
homesteader. 


Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of the land 
in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine 
miles of his homestead on a farm 
ot at least 80 acres solely owned 
and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother. son, daughter, 
brother or sister. 

In certain districts a home- 
steader in good standing may 
pre empt a quarter section along 
side his homestead. Price $300 


per acre. Duties—Must reside 
six months in each of six years 
from the date of homestead entry 
including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cul- 
tivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has ex- 
hausted his homestead right and 


cannot obtain a pre-emption may 
take a purchased homstead ig 
certain districts.
